Bernie was a Past President of the Calgary Numismatic Society having held office 1985, 1986, and 1991. Bernie was 
Security Chairman and Hotel Co-Chairman for the RCNA 2005 Convention hosted by the CNS.

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Achilles Turns Heads In Ho Chi Minh City 


It’s not the world’s first wooden car, but it is the first of its kind in Vietnam. Featuring a body made exclusively from high- 
quality wood and decorated with intricate carvings, the Achilles has been turning heads on the streets of Ho Chi Minh City. 


The one-of-a-kind vehicle was created by Le Nguyen Khang, owner of Binh Duong-based wood processing firm Le Lumber. He 
told reporters the idea of building a wooden car started off as a joke, while he was talking to an English friend who works in 
the travel business. One day, he jokingly asked Khang, “Working in the wood processing industry, can you make me a 
wooden car?”. Little did he know the silly question would plant a seed in Le Nguyen’s brain, who started thinking seriously 
about making a car from wood. After all, he had all the materials he needed, and could count on the help of several 
professional woodworkers from his company. The sketch for his unusual automobile was completed in April of 2011, and 
with the help of 11 of his best employees, he worked on it for 16 months. The Achilles was finally completed last month, and 
as soon as he started driving it around the city, people assaulted him with all kinds of questions and requests to have their 
pictures taken with it. 


“I named the car after Achilles, one of the greatest warriors in Greek mythology, whose entire body, except for his heel, is 
invulnerable. | Know that my vehicle is not perfect,” Khang explained the name of his car. The entire body of the 4.6m-long 
and 1.8m-wide vehicle is made from imported wood like xylia xylocarpa, ash, and walnut, and features beautiful carvings. His 
company logo is carved on the front of the car, on the background of a dragon, while the two front sides are covered with the 
patterns of a dragon, unicorn, turtle, and phoenix, the four traditional sacred animals which represent power, beauty, and 
nobility. Le Nguyen Khang says his drivable masterpiece has one serious drawback - its weight. The wooden body weighs 
nearly 1.5 tons, and he says that “only the BMW engine is able to withstand the heavy wooden body of the car.” So he 
imported essential parts of the car, like the engine, gearbox, chassis and transmission system from the German automaker, 
and tried to replace everything else with wood. Despite it’s strange look, the Achilles actually works like a normal car and 
reaches a top speed of 60 km/h. 


In the month since it’s been spotted in Ho Chi Minh City, photos of the Achilles have gone viral on various Vietnamese 
websites and got mixed reactions. “There are positive as well as negative responses, but | respect all of them,” Khang says, 
adding that many people don’t understand the idea behind his wooden car, as they criticize that the car lacks high-tech 
equipment such as a speedometer and even electric and lighting systems. “It’s simple to install such systems into the car, 
but what’s important is | don’t want to have those ‘modern’ things in my traditional car,” he explained. “My purpose while 
making this car was to prove the talent of wood processing workers in Vietnam in general, and Binh Duong in particular. So 
except for the essential engine, | don’t want to have any other materials but wood on the Achilles.” 


The Vietnamese businessman said so far four customers, including foreigners, have expressed interest in his wooden car, 
and offers average at around $24,000. He wants to sit down with all of them and find out if they want to buy it for “adequate 
reasons”. The proceeds from this deal will go to charity. But he’s only parting with the Achilles because he has bigger plans 
to focus on.

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Free Fair 


The Town of Humboldt (now City) is | 
located in Richardson County in the} 
southeast corner of Nebraska. A} 
person can easily drive to cities in} 
lowa, Missouri and Kansas as they are | 
only a few miles away. Humboldt is 85 
miles south of Omaha, 140 miles} 
northwest of Kansas City, 65 miles 
from St. Joseph or Topeka. Peru State L 
College and Southeast Community 
College in Beatrice are within a 45 
minute drive. Since 1924, features 
fun for the entire family including | 
children's activities, parade, entertain- | 
ment, animals, agricultural exhibits, 
rides, music, commercial vendors, a 
wide variety of food and attractions. 
The Richardson Country Free Fair 
includes the Humboldt Fall Festival 
and the Coronation Program (King and | 
Queen). Today Humboldt is a City “on 
the New Square”. There is a parade each of the three days of the fair, as well as free 
acts each of the days for at least 6 hours. Each fair has a theme, the 2013 was “Our 
Fair Kingdom”. The community band plays in the parade and throughout the fair. 
There is livestock judging, a salsa contest, special events (Such as Woman of the Year, 
and also Happy Czechs). There’s antique tractors, cute baby contest, original creative 
writing contest, sidewalk art contest, kiddie pedal tractor pull, antique tractor and gas 
engine show, bingo, agricultural building full of exhibits (cultural, educational, enter- 
taining), food stands and other food venues (church, café, legion, etc.), midway with 
rides and games, and much more. 





The event is coordinated by both the Agricultural Society and the Chamber of 
Commerce. These woods were issued by the Chamber of Commerce in advance of 
the fair to promote it. There was a fair king and queen every year since and including 
1924, There has been a fair theme every year since 1937. Some of the more interest- 
ing themes have been: 1945 March of the United Nations (same year WWII ended), 
1944 G.I. Joe’s Dream Garden, 1950 Wedding of the Painted Doll, 1986 Celebration 
of Freedom, 1996 United We Stand, 1999 Remembering a Century, the Waychison’s 
will appreciate the theme for 2000 “Let The Good Times Roll”, and 2010 The Power of 
Partnership. There were also years of 
goofy themes such as “Sesame Street 
On Parade”.

335. HHS band, she also showed her prize winning pony in 1347. 
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When Humboldt hosted the Richardson County Fair in the 1920s, Charles Linbergh was featured doing airplane stunts. 
Together with his friend, Errold Bahl, who lived in Humboldt, they also gave rides. Bahl and Harry Frey designed and built an 
airplane, “The Redbird,” which they hope to manufacture. The original model is in the museum at Albany, Kansas. Another 
design, “The Lark” was manufactured for a time. Humboldt, a busy town of 1,100, had five active churches, and many 
retired citizens. It has a modern hospital, a nursing home, and a senior citizens housing development overlooking the 
recreational park. The fair and fall festival — a three-day, four-night event — continues to be a highlight, with a large parade, 
free entertainment, and a home talent program. 


Mail for pioneer families, sent out from Brownville, was deposited at he store of an early settler Judge O. J. Tinker. In apply- 
ing fo “a postal address,” his son, Edward, suggested the name “Humboldt,” for Humboldt, Tennessee. On January 11, 
1861, when it was approved, Tinker’s daughter was named postmaster. Judge Tinker dreamed of establishing a town design 
around a lovely central park. In 1865 he purchased “the perfect town site” from John Scott for the sum of one dollar. 
Perhaps Tinker’s focus on the central park contributed to the town’s oddity of having the narrowest street in Richardson 
County. Two blocks long, it is only eight feet wide. Three years later, anxious to see his town develop, Tinker made an offer to 
Ruell and William Nims (brothers who owned the trading post on the “North Fork” of the Nemaha River) of ten acres of 
prairie land if they would build a general store facing the park. Accepting the conditions, they put up the “stone store,” a 
building still in use. Colonel Harding’s sale barn, built in 1900, featured William Albright, “the first auctioneer west of the 
Missouri.” His grandson, “Cricket” Albright, also cried sales here for many years. The Humboldt Brick Company, incorpo- 
rated in 1906, ran 12 kilns with capacity of 60,00Obricks each. Nearly every Burlington Railroad platform in the state of 
Nebraska was paved with “Humboldt Bricks”. Soon thereafter, word was received that the Atchison & Nebraska Railroad 
would be built through the county. The Tinker family and the Nims brothers donated land for a siding, and the town quickly 
developed. When the first train arrived in 1871, a bandstand had already been built in the center of the park. A lovely foun- 
tain, built of native stone, was added later. Humboldt organized a brass band, which was said to have had “the finest band 
wagon in the whole state.” Incorporation occurred in 1873. 


The first schoolhouse, used as an all-purpose meeting place, had been 
built in 1867 for ten pupils. Over the years there were three other 
schools, with the present one built in 1930. Currently serving 260 
students, a gym and other additions were built as needed. Several 
century-old family businesses grace Humboldt’s streets. Marburger’s |} 
Shoe store and Prater Jewelry were both established in 1879. The first 
“flouring mill,” which started building in 1871, ran into difficulty when the 
backwater from its dam infringed on the building site of a second millon |M™e = 
the other side of Nemaha. When the matter landed in court, no progress = ee | 
was made on the business, and the community was without a mill. The | 
Cooper Flour and Feed business was not established until 1879. Guy 
Cooper carried on the business, followed by his sons Guy Jr., and John. | ==
